Remarks from the Chair 


Dean Valaskakis extended her congratulations to the Departments of Mathematics 
and Statistics and Biology on the approval of their Ph.D. programmes. She informed 
Council that the university had received a letter from the Ministry of Education stating 
that the M.A. programme in Applied Social Science had passed CREPUQ and was 
now at the Ministry level. She noted that we expect a similar letter from the Ministry 
with regard to the M.A. in Cultural and Ethnic Studies in the Department of 
Sociology and Anthropology. 


Dean Valaskakis announced that another Chairs’ Retreat would be held Monday, 
September 26 at Mont St. Hilaire. 


Dean Valaskakis reminded Council that the annual Concordia Shuffle would be held 
Friday, September 30 to raise money for Concordia scholarships. 


Dean Valaskakis informed Council that monies from NSERC and FCAR for research 
grants have been reinstated on the basis of documents the University had submitted 
to them. 


Dean Valaskakis drew Council's attention to the fact that a Senate Committee would 
be looking at the role of Senate and university governance. She urged members to 
become informed.

Questions and Announcements 


Dr. Stevens informed Council that the University has been speaking with the 
government about the value they have given our graduates with a Major in Applied 
Social Science, Psychology and Child Studies with regard to pay scales of workers 
in Social Affairs. A meeting was held on September 9 with Claude Turcotte, 
Secretary General of the Union putting this forward. Dr. Stevens wrote Mr. Turcotte 
giving him information on how these programs work in the English system, 
anonymous case studies, and a thorough description of the programs as well as the 
advising our students have received. Mr. Turcotte was very encouraging and felt that 
our graduates would be given the same rate of pay scale as graduates from McGill and 
and Bishop's; a final decision would come September 30. 


Dr. Gray asked if there was a plan in the university to give equal public prominence 
with regard to Concordia's good news. 


Dr. Stevens responded that Public Relations would make these announcement as soon 
as they receive news. 


Dr. Singer asked if Chairs would be given information on the CUSSU Collective 
Agreement. 


Dean Valaskakis responded that she had received word this past week that Susan 
O'Reilly was willing to give an information session to Chairs, Directors and Principals. 
They could expect word shortly from the Dean's Office with a time and date. 


Dr. Pallen informed Council that Dr. Guy Cormier, a Ph.D. student of Dr. John 
Capobianco in the Department of Chemistry and Biochemistry received the Prix 
d'Excellence on the basis of his thesis. 


Mr. Chambers, Senior Advisor and Registration Coordinator for the Faculty informed 
Council that full-time registration figures for our faculty were down slightly and part- 
time registration was up with an overall increase in registration in Arts and Science 
over last year.

It was moved and seconded (Pallen/Gray) that Arts and Science Faculty Council 
discuss the profile of Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations and Finance and that 
the Secretary of Council extract from these, comments and/or recommendations 
to be forwarded to the Secretary-General. 


Discussion: 


This is an inappropriate profile. The problem is that the person who has this portfolio 
is responsible for the negotiation of all the collective agreements in the university. 
Most collective agreements seriously affect the academic life of the university and yet 
it is unclear as to what the relationship is between the office of the Vice-Rector 
Institutional Relations and Finance and the office of the Vice-Rector Academic. The 
Chairs report to the Deans and the Deans to the Vice-Rector Academic. There needs 
to be better coordination beween the VRA and VRIRF. 


There is a serious structural problem within the university. Academics need to be 
involved in making academic decisions. This structural problem should be looked at, 
at this time, and not to continue in the same manner. 


This Vice-Rector is responsible for the coordination of planning for this institution., 
this should be done with the cooperation of the Vice-Rector, Academic. 


Another portion of the profile notes that this officer is engaged in mostly corporate- 
oriented solicitation. It has been pointed out to us recently that solicitations to the
